Glendale Claims More People, 

But Torrance Gets the Money
Torrance and Glendale still 

may be arguing about which 
is the county's third largest 
city, but the state has decided 
the issue   in favor of Tor­ 
rance   where it counts.

It counts most when the 
state dispurses monies   mo­ 
tor vehicle fees in this in­ 
stance   among the cities 
and counties. And Torrance 
will get an apportionment 
based on an estimated popu­ 
lation of 139,000.

Glendale's population is es­ 
timated at 135.600 by the 
state, and that means the city 
will get $71,880.85 as its 
share of the first apportion­ 
ment of the motor vehicle 
license fees.

Torrance, by contrast, will 
get $73,682.53, or almost $2,- 
000 more than Glendale.

State Controller Alan 
Cranston announced the ap­ 
portionment in Sacramento. 
He noted the payment is the 
first of three to be n.ade 
during fiscal 1965-66 to the 
state's cities and counties.

The formula used to dis­ 
tribute the monies among the 
cities is based on population

and allows 53 cents for each 
resident. At that rate, the in­ 
crease of 6,000 persons over 
the Los Angeles Regional 
Commission estimates gives 
Torrance more than $3,000 
in additional monies   and 
that's nearly six times the 
$545 cost of the ponulation 
estimate made by the state 
last fall.

Counties also share in the 
motor vehicle license fees  
to the tune of 39 cents for 
each person. Los Angeles 
County received a total of 
$2,686.708.42.

Another $3,076,0028 48 was 
divided among the 77 incor­ 
porated cities in the county. 
Area cities receiving funds 
other than Torrance include 
Lomita, $10,114.18; Redondo 
Beach. $26.557.67; Gardena. 
$23.536.15; Palos Verde s 
Kstates, $6.387.63; Rolling 
Hills, $999.23. and Rolling 
Hills Estates, $2.50045.

Also receiving funds from 
the dispursements were: 
Compton, $40,605.15; Haw­ 
thorne, $22,714.50; Hermosa 
Beach, $9.170.57; Inglewood, 
$46.171.04; and Manhattan 
Beach, $18,871.31.
